Council-accepts fire chief’s resignation letter

The Elba City Council held 
two meetings on Tuesday 
evening, December 9th, This 
has become a December tradi- 
uion as the city fathers strive to 
fulfill state laws requiring two 
monthly meetings. 

In the first meeting the coun- 
cil gave final approval to the 
resolution supporting the Block 
Grant Float Loan for Dorsey 
Trailers. Mayor James Grimes 
explained that this loan sup- 
plants the previous economic 
development loan from the State 
of Alabama. There is no finan- 
cial liability to the City. Dorsey 
Trailers posts the necessary 
securities to back up the low 
interest development loan. 

Monthly bills _ totaling 
$66,402.78 were approved for 


payment. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
reported the loss of several 
police officers. He noted ‘two 
have resigned to accept posi- 
tions with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and two 
others have resigned for person- 
al reasons. The department will 
be advertising for replacements 
in these slots. 

One of the resigning officers 


-is also the drug dog handler. 


Whitworth recommended, and 
the council agreed, to retire the 
dog rather than train him to 
work with still another handler.

ADOR launches free online employer 
tax filing and payment program 


Alabama employers can now 
take advantage of a new online 
tax filing and payment program 
introduced by the Alabama 
Department of Revenue just in 
time for the December 2003 fil- 
ing. 

“Beginning with the 
November 2003 state income 
tax. withholding return, due 
December 15, Alabama employ- 


ers Can prepare /*il 

theif sta CAT 

ing online,” explained State 
Commissioner of Revenue 
Dwight Carlisle. 

Business taxpayers can 
choose either to file their taxes 
electronically using the Internet 
by accessing the department’s 
Web site at www.ador.state.al.us 
or file their taxes by telephone 
using the department’s new tele- 
phone-based filing system, and 
the good news is that both busi- 
ness tax-filing systems are free. 
There are no filing or transac- 
tion fees that must be paid 
before a return is electronically 
filed, and, according to Carlisle, 
since the telephone-based filing 
system is accessed by a 1-800 
telephone number, no long-dis- 
tance service charges apply to 
filers who prefer the telephone- 
based filing system over the 
Internet-based filing system. 

During mid-November, the 
ADOR mailed notices to all 
Alabama employers informing 
them of the new electronic filing 
and payment program and pro- 
viding them with the necessary 
Taxpayer Sign-On Identification 
Numbers and Access Codes. 

To access either the Internet 
filing or telephone filing system, 
taxpayers will use their assigned 
ID numbers and access codes to 
enter the filing system of their 
choice and begin to prepare their 
returns, The department's 


‘online filing service will calcu. 


late the taxes due for the report- 
ing period, electronically submit 
the tax return information to the 
Alabama Department of 
Revenue, and provide confirma- 


tion to-the business taxpayer that 
the return information has been 

received. The actual payment 
of the taxes will be handled 
through electronic funds trans- 
fer—a process that allows tax 
payments to be electronically 
debited from the taxpayer's 
bank account, upon. approval, 
and electronically transferred to 
the Alabama Department . of

ing benefits offered to business 
taxpayers, Carlisle noted several 
cost-saving benefits of electron- 
ic filing. 

“As more and more business 
taxpayers take advantage of 
electronic filing, the depart- 
ment’s printing, data entry, and 
mailing costs will be signifi- 
cantly reduced or even éliminat- 
ed in some areas, resulting in 
greater overall savings to tax- 
payers,” explained Carlisle. 

In September 2003, the 
ADOR announced its new 
mandatory sales, use, and busi- 
ness tax paperless filing and 
payment system, effective Nov. 
1, 2003. During October and 
November 2003, over 100,000 
state and sState-administered 
local sales, use, lodgings, and 
rental tax returns were filed 
electronically. Carlisle esti- 
mates savings in the sales, use, 
and business tax filing area 
alone will total some $1 million, 

“While electronic filing is not 
mandated for other tax areas, we 
are working very hard to expand 
our online filing and payment 
programs to include all tax 
areas. Our goal is to have a 
paperless filing environment for 
all monthly and quarterly busi- 
ness tax returns,” said Carlisle.

Fish the warming 
trend after the cold 
front for big bass 


This past week has been cold 
with some pretty stiff winds 
Fishing right after a cold front 
comes through ts usually not the 
best time to fish. But as the 
weather warms up after a cold 
front has come through, fishing 
can be good 

Bass may be scattered all over 
a large impoundment or a farm 
pond from spring through fall, 
but they tend to congregate in 
relatively small areas during 
cold weather, They prefer to go 
deep and hang out were they 
have vertical or sharply sloped 
banks to get close to, This may 
be a rock wall, creek channel 
with a steep bank, dam area, or 
even the standpipe in a pond 

A typical 50-degree day in 
December after a cold front has 
subsided may find bass moving 
out of the deep water into rela- 
tively shallow water during the 
daytime. There is a good chance 
they will migrate back to deeper 
water that night and repeat the 
same pattern until the tempera- 
ture make a substantial change 
again, The ideal place for winter 


bass fishing may be a spot of 


deep water that has an abrupt 
change to shallow water near it. 
This may be the steep bank 
along the side of a point or a 
submerged hump. 

No matter Where they are 
located, in shallow or deep 
water, bass are not going to be in 
the mood for a lot of bait chas- 
ing during very cold-water con- 
ditions. In conditions: like this

the winter bass. fisherman 
should slow down his retrieve 
speed as much as possible 
Spinner baits should — be 
retrieved al just enough speed to 
make the blades spin, The idea 
is to keep casting to the same 
area and keep the bait in front ol 
a bass. Baits such as jigs or o jig 
and pig combination work well 
in winter, especially in clear 
water. If the water is deep and 
there is not too much cover to 
avoid hang-ups, the lighter line 
you can use, the better. 

Plastic worms and other soft 
baits are excellent choices as il 
is almost impossible to fish 
them too slow, Either Texas or 
Carolina rigs worms with 
enough weight to keep it in con- 
tact with the bottom work well 

While it is often hard to find a 
congregation of winter bass. 
once you do you can spend a lot 
of time fishing a relatively small 
area. Some bass fisherman esti- 
mate that during cold weather 
80 or 90 percent of the bass will 
be hold up in 20 to 30 percent of 
a body of water. In this 20 to 30 
percent area you are likely to 
find steep banks, creek mouths, 
submerged roads and bridges 
and points with steep drop-offs. 

Warmer ‘weather offers more 
comfortable fishing and more 
strikes. But some where in the 
depths of your favonte fishing 
hole lies a lunker. Slow retrieves 
and persistence can put him in 
the boat.

er, and the dogs are taken care 
of better.” 

Homyak is currently working 
out of a two-cage facility where 
the street department is located, 
so he cannot take any dogs from 
outside the Elba police jurisdic- 
tion until the new shelter is fin- 
ished. 

He said those looking for lost 
dogs or wishing to adopt should 
contact the Elba Police 
Department because he must 
escort them to the shelter locat- 
ed at the street department, 

Normally, Homyak picks up 
dogs in Elba, and dogs are 
brougi{#to him from all over the 
county, except from within 
Enterprise's jurisdiction. 

Last year, Homyak said he 
picked up 428 dogs inside his 
Elba jurisdiction, and more than 
600 from the county. 

Homyak, who has been work- 
ing in animal control for three 
and a half years, also helps find
